The gold 
from this creek has a reported fineness of .871. The 
token is hand struck by your editor in his basement. 
These tokens are limited to the number of pieces that 
can be struck from the amount of gold purchased. The 
mintage on the Ready Bullion tokens will be about 25. 
These tokens come with a Certificate of Authenticity 
attesting to the their origin. Price - $65 plus postage.
